War Food Administrator was 
Judge Marvin Jones, former house 
member with an_ agricultural 
background. Jones was chairman 
of the recent international food 
conference at Hot Springs, Va. 
The resignation of Davis, which 
capped weeks of turbulent debate 


in congress and out about the sub- 
sidy system, was made public in 
an exchange of pointed letters be- 
tween him and President Roose- 
velt. 

In a letter dated June 16, Davis 
said that while he had responsi- 
bility over food, other persons were 
exercising autnority “not only over 
broad food policy, but day-to-day 
actions.” He also expressed be- 
lief that the President’s program 
to use subsidies to hold down food 
costs to consumers won’t be effec- 
tive unless it is accompanied, as in 
England, “by current tax and sav- 
ings programs that drain off ex- 
cess buying power, and by tight 
control and management of the 
food supply.” 

Therefore, Davis asked to be 
relieved as soon as he had launch- 
ed the 1944 food production pro- 
gram and a broad food educational 
program, which he _ estimated 
would be under way “before the 
middle of July.” 

The President, in a letter de- 


'fending the subsidy program, said, 


“it would be unfair to you to in- 
sist that you remain in your posi- 
tion when you feel that, all things 
considered, you cannot  whole- 
heartedly support a program to

Roosevelt recalled that he 
been durected by congress to 
stabilize living costs along ihe 
levels of last September 15 and 
had been authorized to carry out 
the program through any agency 
or department he chose. 


Accordingly, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
he had created the Office of 
Economic Stabilization and em- 
powered the director to settle any 
disputes arising between the food 
and price administrator. 

Observing that stabilization ex- 
tends to rent, clothing and wages 
as well as food, the President said: 

“If we are to stabilize all prices, 
we must place the final responsi- 
bility in one official. I know of 
no better method of co-ordinating 
the work of the food administrator 
and the price administrator, al- 
though that method does require 
a willingness on the part of both 
administrators to accept the de- 
cisions of the stabilization direc- 
tor.” 

The chief executive said he 
agreed with Davis on the need of 
a tax ahd savings program to Dol- 
ster price and rationing programs 
but he said he.could not sit back 
and fail to push other measures, 
“such as limited consumers’ sub- 
sidies,” just because congress has 
not provided the tax legislation he 
has requested.

Georgia has no funds available 
for increasing purchases of school 
Governor Arnall said 
yesterday, adding that teachers’ 
salaries and a teacher retirement 
fund system deserve first consid- 
eration. 

His order limiting textbook pur- 
chases to emergencies will con- 
tinue in effect, he said. 


State school administrators 
adopted a resolution during a con- 
ference at Athens last week urg- 
ing the Governor to unfreeze 
textbook purchases and to allot at 
least $1 a year per pupil for this 
purpose, 

The however, said 
that school officials had agreed 
previously that the maximum 
amount that would be required for 
school books in the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1 would be $150,000 
for textbooks and $150,000 for li- 
brary books. 

This amount will not be in- 
creased, he said. It amounts to 
about 17 cents per pupil each year 
for textbooks. His freeze order 
permits purchases when books 
have been burned in schoo! house 
fires in similar emergencies. 
Books for schools whose enroll- 
ment has jumped because of @n 
influx of war workers are being 
furnished, the Governor said, from 
surplus supplies of other schools.

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FSA and Food Productio 

The problem of producing sufficient food 
for the armed services and for the civilian 
population of this country is one of the most 
pressing of the day. Nevertheless, instigated 
by congress politicians who will stop at noth- 
ing in their attempts to discredit any activity 
originated by the administration, there is great 
danger today that the Farm Security Admin- 
istration will be hamstrung by denial of neces- 
sary appropriation. And the FSA has been 
one of the most potent factors in increasing 
food production all over the country. 

It is estimated that, at absolute minimum, 
the FSA needs -$16,000,C00 ‘annually for the 
servicing and collection of loans advanced to 
reliable farmers, for the purpose of enabling 
them to operate food-productive farms. Be- 
yond this amount the money used is to aid 
farm clients in growing more food. The total 
appropriation for 1943 was $36,000,000. 


For 1944, the house cut this appropriation 
to $12.000.000. The senate, realizing better the 
contribution FSA is making to the food pro- 
cram, placed the figure at $30,000,000. The 
-onference committee set a compromise figure 
of $20,000,000. 

Judge Malcolm Tarver, of Georgia, chairman 
of that committee, admitted the cut was “too 
drastic.” but said it was the best he was able 
to obtain from other members of the commit- 
The reason may be guessed when it is 
known three members of the committee are 
among the most virulent Roosevelt-haters in 
the house. Lambertson, of Kansas; Cannon, 
of Missouri, and Dirksen, of Illinois. 

The fact that $16,000,000 is needed for serv- 
icing and collecting loans means that the re- 


tee, 


duction in appropriation can only come out 
of the funds for increasing food production, 
That this program is effective is proven by 
figures for FSA achievements in 1942. In that 
vear, for the four states of Region Five alone— 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia and South Carolina 

455 trainloads of essential foods were pro- 
duced by FSA borrowers. These were full trains 
of 60 cars each, every car loaded to capacity 
for its particular crop. This is an increase of 
127 trainloads over 1941 production. 

It is thus evident that the politically in- 
spired move to destroy the effectiveness of 
FSA is actually a move to handicap food pro- 
duction in a most critical year. If the house 
has its way, the FSA will be left practically 
The only way to halt the destructive 
for public opinion to speak in such 
voice that vote-conscious congress- 
men will have to listen.

Third War Loan 


In September the United States Treasury 
Department will conduct the third war loan, 
It will conduct a campaign, in that month, 
to sell war bonds to fill a given quota. What 
that quota will be has not been announced, 
save that it is sure to be greater than the 
$13,500,000,000 which was the goal of the second 
war loan in April. 

The April campaign surpassed the quota by 
several billions. There is thus good reason to 
hope that the larger amount to be sought in 
Septemter will be forthcoming. 


The department will rely, again, upon the 
local volunteer organizations which have so 
successfully handled previous bond selling cam- 
paigns. 

It should not be difficult to overcome any 
hesitancy to buy the bonds because of the 
pay roll deductions for income tax which go 
into effect on July 1. As a matter of fact, 
when September 15 arrives, taxpayers should 
be so relieved by not having to make any fur- 
ther quarterly payments on their tax obliga- 
tions, that bond sales should spurt. 


In any event, there is no doubt that, what- 
ever the quota set, the people will fill it to over- 
flowing, just as they did for the first and 
second loans, 

Incidentally, in his letter to war bond 
salesmen, Secretary Morgenthau spoke of “the 
enthusiasm which will come with the invasion 
of Europe.” Did he, thereby, let the cat Slip 
out of the bag, telling us that invasion will 
be well under way by September?

New Shoplifters 

It would appear that food rationing has 
cracked the honestry of a small number of 
people. While it is possible pilfering of ration- 
ed foodstuffs is occurring on a small scale in 
various sections of the country, Portland, Ore., 
is the first city to report this form of shop- 
lifting in such volume as, to arouse concerted 
action on part of grocers, meat markets and 
enforcement :officers. 


It is reported from Portland men and 
women who had never stolen anything before 
have been caught slipping a pound of butter, 
package of bacon, or can of some rationed 
food article into a pocket or handbag, and in 
the larger markets it had been necessary to 
have spotters mingle with rush-hour buyers. 


Stiff sentences imposed on shoplifters of 
rationed foods are said to have slowed down 
to pilfering, but not stopped it to the point 
that proprietors are Satisfied. It is reported 
that Municipal Judge Quillin Portland 
usually metes out a minimum of 180 days in 
jail for the theft of any rationed commodity, 
with a pound of butter drawing 210 days. One 
man who attempted to get away with a 14- 
pound ham, worth 128 points, was caught and 
sent to prison for a year.

Citizens of Sandersville have been alarmed, 
fightened, annoyed, or interrupted many times 
in recent weeks by young student fliers from 
air fields in Macon or Augusta who point their 

lanes earthward at sharp angles, flying extreme- 
y low over residential and business sections. 

Several persons have reported that the planes 
have flown so low they were able to see the pilots 
clearly. In some instances, the training planes 
barely clear the tops of trees as the pilots pull 
out of their dives. Apparently they enjoy the 
sport, for the planes circle and return to swoop 
dangerously low again and again. Traffic often 
halts downtown to watch the antics. 

Perhaps this kind of flying is necessary to 
their training for bombing, or fighting.

ance the American Flying Fortress, great four-motored long-range 
bomber developed by the Boeing Company, has come to be recog- 
nized ag the outstanding aircraft achievement of the war. 
What the Fortresses have accomplished over 
the Pacific and in Europe makes one of the 
greatest sagas ever recorded in the air. 


They played a leading role in the battle of 
Midway, which sent the Japs reeling backward 
in their last eastward thrust. Throughout the 
South Pacific they have blasted the enemy in 
every quarter, traveling great distances at 
times to lay down their devastating bombs on 
unsuspecting warships. 

It was a Flying Fortress, piloted by Cap- 
tain Colin Kelly, that sank the first Japanese 
battleship in the war. From that moment on 
the Fortress has been the queen of the Ameri- 
can air fleét. No other nation on either side 

| has produced anything that can match it in 
gun, power, in range, or general serviceability. 

Some of its performances in daylight raids over Germany and 
occupied Europe today are among the most remarkable in the war. 
What we are doing with them the British said at the outset could 
not be done. We are sending them on precision raids against specific 
targets in broad daylight, where they are clear targets for both 
antiaircraft guns and fighter planes. 


USUALLY GOT BACK The Fortresses are not only getting 
what they are sent out to get, but 


they are coming back in numbers which make the mission well 
worth the cost. For every one of them that is lost a half dozen 
or more German fighters are made to bite the dust. Sometimes 
they come in riddled with holes and operating on only two motors. 
But they usually get. back. 

From the very beginning they have shown a high degree of 
effectiveness over the British system of night bombing. Because of 
their aility to hit the target on the nose from great altitudes in 
daylight, one squadron of them is able to cause more damage than 
perhaps ten times as many comparable British heavy bombers 
operating at night, where a general area is aimed at. 

The Fortresses are sent out after some specific electric power 
project or war factory. They rarely if ever miss, thanks to the 
very excellent bomb sight we have equipped them with. 


GERMANS SURPRISED When these great ships made their 


first appearance over Europe the 
Germans sent up to meet them were flabbergasted at what they 
found. The Fortress fire power was so great that the Germans 
were shot to pieces. 

After one such clash between Fortresses and Messerschmidts, 
the British intercepted wireless messages between the returning 
German pilots and their home stations expressing amazement at 
the fire resistance they had met. The Germans admitted a com- 
plete inability to cope with the great American machines. 

Goering is still trying to figure out a way to stop them. Nothing 
developed by the Luftwaffe yet has proved effective. First, the 
Germans tried closing in on them head-on. The Fortresses, with 
their 11 or more powerful machineguns and cannon, shot them out 
of the air as fast as they came within range. 

Next the Nazi pilots tried bombing the big ships. A German 
plane would fly parallel with the Fortresses to get the right alti- 
tude and then pass on the information to a bomber squadron flying 
above.

CONFUSION ALL EMBROILED I wanted to do a piece 

about rumors so I turned 

to the dictionary for some exact phrase. The dictionary was very 
nice.

“It is a baseless rumor,” said our reporter haughtily. 
been here all afternoon and nothing happened at all.” 

The opposition came out with @ paragraph on the first page 
saying that a rumor to the effect a skywriter had crashed at the 
local airport was untrue. We came out with the story stretched 
over about two columns, 

This was the only rumor that I ever knew that had any humor 
to it or any truth. As I recall it our city editor was so proud of 
the rumor that he gave the reporter $10 for his quickness of wit. 


THE VICIOUS KIND I don't know why it is that as a race

From long association I have a cold contempt for rumors. 

It has been revealed that the riots at Beaumont and at Detroit 
grew out of false rumors. There had been all sorts of rumors for 
weeks. Not one of them was true. 

There had been friction, growing out of maladjustments and 
injustices, and the hoodlums and the ignorant were wearing chips 
on their shoulders. 

We had something like that in our town last week. One night 
the story got out that the police expected trouble. It grew rape 
idiv. By 10 o'clock at night the story was current that extra 
police had been added to the force. 

We ran it down. A federal agent assisted. 

Here is all there was to it: 

A police lieutenant had told his watch that because of the 
riots at Detroit and at Beaumont there was extra tension and for 
them to be on the alert and quick to break up any ordinary drunk 
or disorderly row. 

That was absolutely all there was to it. 
Slightest evidence of any “trouble.”

CRIMINAL .ACTS It ought to be possible to arrest those whe 

= begin and spread false rumors. It is a 
criminal act, really. The rumor at Beaumont, which was false, 
led to the death of a few persons and the injuring of others. 

At Detroit a false rumor led to the killing of more than 20 
persons and the injuring of more than one hundred. 

Give any city several days of false rumors. Let the hoodlums 
of both races start augmenting them. Let them do a little drink- 
ing. Let them start wearing figurative chips on their shoulders. 

Then let a fight or a quarrel begin in front of some low-grade 
juke joint, restaurant or beer parlor. 

In the course of ordinary events the policeman on the watch 
would knock the heads of both bums together, call the wagon and 
serid them both off to the cooler. They would have cooled off and 
paid a disorderly conduct fine or done time in the stockade. 

That would have been all. 

But let a couple of hoodlums square off in the midst of a set 
of rumors and instead of having a fight between two frowsy bums 
you have a race riot. 

That is what has happened in the other towns. 

Hysteria mounts. Neurotic persons imagine things. The rumors 
gather force and numbers. The underworld loots and turns over 
cars and breaks windows and attacks defenseless persons. 

A lady called me up the other day to tell me about a story 
her cook had told her. The cook said that an old Negro woman 
who lived near her had started to walk down to the corner store 
near her house to get a bottle of milk. She was old and the day 
was hot and the old woman fainted. 

When she came to she was in the house of a white resident. 
She was on the guest bed. A doctor had been called. She was 
treated and taken home and for a week the white woman brought 
her food and medicine until the old woman, who lived all alone, 
was well and strong. 

“My cook thought that would be a good story to tell,” she said. 

“It is a good story,” I said, “but no one will want to hear it, 
If you ever hear a lie to the effect that some disorder or violence 
is threatened let me know about that. People are eager to hear 
and spread that sort of story.”

remember that 
when we tried

of men in a similar manner we 
had very little success, 

It used to be the custom for the 
President to call for volunteers 
in time of war and our patriots 
were supposed to rush to the col- 
ors in hordes. They were supposed 
to be so eager for battle as to knock 
one another down trying to get) 
to the recruiting sergeants first. | 
But what really happened was | 
that the knocking down would| 
come of efforts to get away from 
the sergeants. 

We managed to raise armies of 

in our smaller wars, 

t even then we never had quite 
nough. The north had to employ 
the draft in the Civil War and it} 
caused riots of protest. When | 
World War I came along and we) 
were confronted by the necessity | 
1g an Army of millions, | 
the usual few hundreds of 
the draft had to be 
ut into operation at once, as ex- 
perience had taught us that the 
volunteers would only trickle in 
when we needed a flood. 

The inadequacy of the volun- 
teer system was not a matter of 
lack of fighting spirit. Irresolu- 
business cares, family re- 
ponsibilities and a thousand and 
one other reasons kept men from 
responding promptly to the calls 
though probably all intended go- 
ing when it was’ convenient to/| 
them. The draft leaves them no 
choice. It may have its injus- 
tices, but it is obviously the only 
sure method of raising armies 
speedily.

farm game habitat restoration to 
get lespedeza and other seed 
needed for distribution; game de 
velopment on coastal flatwoods 
project near Waycross; and Pied- 
mont development project im 
Jones, Jasper and Putnam coun- 
ties.
